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Fastest P. R R. Train Between New Lork and Chicago 
Rifled By Several Masked Men in Lonely Spot in 
Allegheny Mountains. 


Altona, P a, July 30— The Manhat­ 
tan limited, fastest train on the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad between New York 
and Chicago was heldup and robbed 
by several masked bandits early to­ 
day at an isolated spot in the fast­ 
nesses of the Allegheny mountains, 
about 30 miles west of this city. Let­ 
ters were rifled of an unknown sum 
in the mail car and one mail clerk 
was shot and slightly wounded dur­ 
ing an argument with one of the rob­ 
bers. 
The robbers who had been riding the 
rods of the mail car emerged from 
their concealment after the train had

There is reason to believe that the 
sum obtained was a large one as the 
train carries only high class mail said 
to frequently contain bonds, cash and' 
other securities shipped by New York 
and eastern banks to Chicago and 
western clients. 
The Manhattan limited is the crack 
train of the Pennsylvania railroad 
between New York and Chicago. The 
train left New York at 6:05 last night 
and was due here at 4:30 this morning. 
It carries no day coaches and makes 
few stops- 
After passing through 
the Gal­ 
litzin tunnel, west 
of 
Altoona, the 
train was stopped and the helper en­ 
gine cut off. 
The bandits had been 
riding the rods and after the flyer 
had got under way again the bandits 
risking- their lives, crawled from un­ 
der the mail car and crept through 
an open door of the mail car without 
attracting the attention of the seven 
mail clerks who were sorting mail. 
Every clerk was quickly covered. 
Taken unawares the clerks com­ 
plied and one of the bandits de­ 
manded the registered mail- An ar­ 
gument followed with one of the clerks 
who had declared that there was no 
registered mail. 
One of the bandits 
then fired five times and A. J. Lantz, 
38, of Thompsontown, Pa., was shot. 
The other clerks were told they would 
also be shot if they offered further 
resistance-

against a wall of the car while other 
bandits went through the mails- 
A minute later gun in hand one of 
the bandits crept over the tender of 
the engine and forced the engineer 
to apply the emergency brakes.
